< Ever since the elose of World -w^ nearly 
' ) 40 years ago, France has made a painful hab- 
it of postponing, dodging or trying to bury 
most, of its critical problems. 

■ Its national story too often has been a fab- 
ric of indecision, with the French seemingly 
dedicated to the steady objective of not doing 
things.- ■ , 

Through this agonizing era the world's 
question has been: How long can a nation 
thus' endure? r 

Certainly not forever. This crisis which 
brought Ocn. Charles de OauUe back to pow- 
er Is the evidence of that. 

Algeria proved to be one unsolved problem 
too many. Sickened by the corrosion of 
. French life that foUowtd from that festering 
difficult, men In Algiers finally rebelled. 
. That was the final undoing of the Fourth 
Republic as we have known it since World 
.^Ws^TjL The government in Paris was power- 
less to set down the InsurrecUontsts. That last 
show of weakness was fatal. 

Today France's friends aroimd the globe 
look hopefully upon tt^e unaccustomed sight 
of a strong French government under Pre- 
mier de Qaulle.
